lars on his exchange basis. He 
bought these buildings and lands In 
Germany and paid for them with tho 
German money he had bought with 
American dollars. 


He has since returned to this coun- 


try but he has the title to the pro- 
perty In Germany. 
If the German 


money becomes worthless he sill! has 
the actual property. If the govern- 
ment changes form his title, In ordi- 
nary human probability, will remain 
unchanged. He has the actual wealth, 
the property; not the sign of weath, 
the money.
